Excisions: 


Excisions Recommended But Not Made 


Reasons for excisions: 

Excisions are required to remove three scenes that imply schoolgirls are acceptable sexual partners 
for adult men and legitimate subjects for adult sexual fantasies. This is conveyed through the 
scenarios, the appearance, dress and demeanour of the young women who present themselves as 
schoolgirls, and reinforced by commentaries at the beginning of each scene. The sustained manner 
of these presentations tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes. 

In this instance the distributor declined to make the excisions and the publication is therefore 
Objectionable. The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 on the application of the classification. The classification is a reasonable limitation 
on the freedom of expression. It reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to limit the 
availability of publications that tend to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes. 
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
